TRIAL OF OWEN 


Judge Denies Demiurrer in Case 
of Water Office Collector 
Accused of Embezzling. 


HIS CHECKS WERE CASHED 


Former Cashier Explains System, 
and Says Some of Paper Was 
Post-Dated. 


Instructions to the jury in the case of 
John B. Owen of 4248 Flora boulevard, 
former Collector of Water Rates, who 
was placed on trial yesterday on a 
charge of embezzling $2638.50 from the 
city, were delivered shortly befure noon 
today by Circuit Judge Fisher. Court 
adjourned until 2 o'clock for the argu- 
ments. 

At the conclusion of the State's evi- 
dence this morning the defense offered 


a formal demurrer, asking that the jury 
be instructed to acquit Owen. This w24 
denied. 

The jury was instructed that if it ve- 
lieved Owen was a Deputy Collector of 
Revenue and received $2633.50 or any 
part of it from money belonging to the 
city and unlawfully and _  feloniously 
made way with it with the intention cf 
permanently depriving the city of its 
use, Owen should be found guilty and 
his punishment assessed at imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary for from two 
to five years. 

Another instruction was that the incre 
conversion of the money was not suffi- 
cient to justify a verdict of guilty, but 
that the jury, to return a verdict of 
guilty, must find that Owen intended to 
permanently deprive the city of the 
money. 

A third instruction was that Owen 
could not legally be found guilty for 
the conversion of any money he Tfre- 
ceived from Cashier Sattell.

Statement Says Aggressive Mer- 
chantman Is Not Entitled to 


Full Hospitality. 


BEARING ON SUBMARINES 


Rigit to Sink Merchantmen 
Doubtful in Any Circum- 
stances, Note Declares. 


WASHINGTON, April 26.—A statement 
defining the attitude of the United 
States toward armed merchant ships 
was made public today by the State De- 
partment by direction of President Wt'- 
son It originally was prevared as a 
‘ircular note to other Powers. But it 
later was decided to issue it as a state- 
ment. y 

The statement holds to the right of 4 
merchant ship to arm for protection 
only, but declares that ‘‘merchantmen 
which have used their armaments for 
aggressive purposes are not entitled to 
the same hospitality in neutral ports 
as peaceable arme’ merchantmen.” 

“The status of an armed merchant 
vessel of a belligerent,’’ says the state- 
ment, considered from the 
point of view of a neutral when the ves- 
sel enters its ports and from that of an 
enemy when the vessel is on the high

Differences in Status, 

The statement treats at length of these 
differences in status and sums them up 
as follows: 

“The status of an armed merchant 
vessel as a warship in neutral waters 
may be determined in the absence o 
proof or conclusive evi- 
dence of previous aggressive conduct by 
presumption derived from all the cir- 
cumstances of the case. 

“The status of such vessel as 
ship on the high must 
mined only upon conclusive evidence of 
aggressive purpose, in the absence od? 
which it is to be presumed that the ves- 
sel has a private and peaceable char- 
acter and it should be so treated by aa 
enemy warship. 

‘‘In brief, a neutral Government may 
proceed upon presumption that armea 
merchant vessel of belligerent national- 
ity is armed for aggression while a bel- 
ligereht should proceed on the presump- 
tion that the vessel is armed for pro- 
tection. Both of these presumptions 
may be ovércome by evidence—the first 
by secondary or collateral evidence sinve 
the fact to be established is negative in 
character; the second by primary and 
direct evidence since the fact to be es- 
tablished is positive in character.”’ 

Rizhts ef Neutrals, 

Then the statement goes on at length 
to take up the rights and duties of neu- 
trals and belligerents as affected by the 
State of armed merchant vessels in neu- 
tral ports on the high seas. It lays down 
the rule that while merchantmen armed 
only for protection against the enemy 
are entitled to enter and leave neutral 
ports without hindrance in the course of 
legitimate trade, they are not so entitled 
under certain circumstances which 
detailed as follows:

Four persons were 
killed and 12 wounded. Yarmouth is a 

short distance north of Lowestoft. 

Twenty-five casualties in dead and 
wounded resulted from the bombardment 
of Lowestoft by German warships and 
the consequent running fight with Brit- 
ish light cruiser squadron and destroy- 
ers, so far as can be ijearned. 
All the Britisn ships have re- 
turned safely, :wo of the light cruisers 
bearing signs that they had been hit 
by shells, but not in vital places. A few 
among the crews of the British war- 
ships were wounded; but not seriously.

BUYING CANDY FOR 
MURDERED GIRL 


Fred Bissell Denies, However, 
That He Killed Edna Dinsmore 
at Topeka, Kan. 


TOPEKA, Kan. April 26.—Fred Bis- 
sell, a baker, 27 years old, admitted to- 
day, according to Joseph Holman, Depu- 
ty Sheriff, that he bought candy yester- 
day morning for Edna Dinsmore, the 19- 
year-old girl, whose body was found a 
few hours later in a burning house. 
Bissell, however, denied the murder. 

Holman took Bissell to Lawrence, 
Kan., in a motor car early today when 
it was feared the prisoner might be 
taken from the outhorities by crowds 
around the jail building.

When thev were 
almost to the schoolhouse, Bisseil said 
the child turned and went uptown, 
where Bissell took her into a store and 
bought candy.

What happened at Verdun is what 
happened in the Champagne. The Ger- 
man advance was quite as successful— 
rather more successful than the French 
last September—it covered three or four 
miles on a considerable front and it 
even reached Douaumont, one of the old 
forts and the fort which was placed on 
the highest hill in the fortifications of 
Verdun. Thousands of prisoners had 
been captured and many guns taken. 

French Resistance Stiffened, 

But at this point the French resist- 
ance stiffened as had the German last 
year. French reserves and artillery ar- 
rived. Petain and Castelnau arfived 
There was an end of the rapid advance 
and there began the pounding, grinding 
attack in which the advantage passed 
to the defender. It was just what hap- 
pened at Neuve Chapelle so long ago 
when we first saw this kind of fighting 
exemplified completely. 

In the new attacks the Germans still 
sained ground, but they gained ground 
because the French withdrew from posi- 
tions made untenable through the orig- 
inal German advance at other points. 
They consolidated their line, organized 
their new front. Ten days after the at- 
tack had begun it had ceased to be a 
question of Verdun, just as in a shorter 
time the French had realized last Sep- 
tember that they could not break the 
German line in Champagne, like the 
British at Neuve Chapelle, the Germans 
persevered and in consequence suffered 
countless losses, exactly as the French 
and British had. 

To understand the German tactics you 
must recognize two things. The Ger- 
mans had expected to take Verdun and 
they had unquestionably known that the 
French military command did not intend 
at the outset to hold the town. They 
had advertised the coming victory far 
and wide over the world; they had 
staked much upon it. 

Expected an Evacuation. 

Moreover in the first days, when they 
had taken much ground, when they hed 
got Douvaumont and could look down 
into Verdun, they had every reason to 
believe that they possessed the key to 
the city and that the French high com- 
mand was slowly but steadily drawins 
Lack its lines and would presentiy 
evacuate the city. 

Knowing these things you can under- 
stand why the Gegnans were 80 COl- 
fident. They did not invent stories of 
coming victory which they did not be- 
lieve. They believed that Verdun was 
to fall because they knew and the sanic 
thing was known and mentioned in 
London. I heard it there when the bat- 
tle was in its earlier stages, that thea 
French high command intended to 
evacuate Verdun. What they did not 
know and could not know was that 
the French politicians, perhaps one 
might say statesmen this time, had in- 
terfered, that French. high commané@ 
had vielded and that Verdun was t» 
be defended to the last ditch. 

When this decision was made the end 
cf the real German advance was almost 
ipstantaneous. All that has happened 
since has been nothing but active trench 
war, violent fighting, desperate charge 
and counter-charge. A material shorte::- 
ing of the French line at certain points, 
the abolition of minor salients, but of 
actual progress not the smallest. Tr»: 
advance stopped on.lines on which 
Petain decided to make his stand wher. 
he came with the army to defend Ver- 
dun. The Germans are still severai 
miles outside of Verdun itself and onlv 
at Douaumont have they touched the 
line of exterior forts, which before the 
war were expected to defend the city. 

In a second article I hope to discuss 
the situation about Verdun as I saw it 
on April 6 and also the miracle of :no- 
tor transports which played so great a 
part in the successful defense of the po- 
sition. But the military deta''s are 
wholly subordinate to the moral Al! 
France was roused by a succesful de- 
fense of a position attacked by Ger- 
mans with the advertised purpose of 
breaking the spirit of the Frenvi peo- 
ple. The battle was fought in the plain 
daylight, without the smallest conceal- 
ment and the least formal reader of the 
official reports could grasp the issue, 
which was the fate of the city of Ver- 
dun. 

Germans Were Confident. 

The fact, Known to a certain number 
of Frenchmen only, that the jefense 
was improvised after the decision had 
been made to evacuate the whole sali- 
ent serves for them to increas: the 
meaning of the victory as it increases 
the extent of the French exploit. But 
thie is a detail. The Germans openly, 
deliberately, after long preparation, an- 
nounced their purpose, used every con- 
ceivable bit of strength they could 
bring to bear to take Verdun, and told 
their own people not merely that Ver- 
dun would fall, but at one moment that 
it had fallen. They did this with the 
firm conviction that it would fall, was 
falling. 

The French were steadily awake that 
Verdun might be lost. They knew from 


they 
collapse of 


tised the victory that 
achieve as promising the 
French endurarce and spirit.

They were over- 
ruled by the politicians and they defend- 
ed it successfully. But their first dect- 
sion is the best evidence of the wholly 
illusory value thrt has been attached to 
the possession «f Verdun itself. The 
politicians were unquestionably right as 
to the moral va!tue, and it is possible if 
not probable that the relinquishment of 
the city voluntari!y might have’ precipi- 
tated the fall of tin Briand ministry and 
the creation of a Committee of Publt« 


War successfully. The will to defend 
Verdun came from the French people. 
it imposed itself upon the army and it 
resulted in a moral victory, the conse- 
quences of which may not be exaggerat- 
ed, and have given new heart and con- 
fidence to a people whose courage and 
determination must make an enduring 
impression on anvone who sees France 
in the present terrible but glorious time.

They did not even regard the 
victory as a Waterloo or as a Sedan or 
any other foolish thing. But they did 
rather coolly and quite calmly appraise 
the thing and see in it the biggest Ger- 
man failure since the war, a failure in 
which the Germans had laid down all

Letter to Circuit Attorney Alleges 
More Is Collected on Sub- 
penas Than Law Permits. 


Announcing for Thursday, 


Circuit Judge Hugo Grimm last night 
made public a letter he wrote yesterday 
to Circuit Attorney Harvey, asking him 
to make an official investigation of al- 
leged false returns made by Deputy 
Sheriffs on service of subpenas by 
which the Sheriff's office, it is set 
forth by Judge Grimm, has in many 
cases collected a higher fee than the 
law permits 

Judge Grimm, in his letter, states tinat 
for two months he has had under in- 
vestigation the fees collected in crimi- 
nal cases. Under the law the Sheriff 
can make a charge of 50 cents for per- 
sonal service of a subpena on the per- 
son named in it. If the Deputy Sheriff 
merely leaves a copy of the subpena at 
the person’s residence or place of busi- 
ness, the charge of only. 2% cents is per- 
mitted. 

The Sheriff makes out his fee bill and 
submits it to the Circuit Attorney, who, 
under the law, examines it and certi- 
fies it to the Circuit Judge for final ap- 
proval.

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in terms embracing not the rights of 
trade alone. It says in conclusion: 

‘His majesty’s Government has noted 
with sincere satisfaction the intimation 
contained in the concluding passages of 
the United States note, of the intention 
of the United States to undertake the 
task of championing the integrity of 
neutral rights. 

“The first act of this war was the un- 
provoked invasion by the enemy of neu- 
tral territory—that of Belgium—which 
he was solemnly pledged by treaty to 
protect. * * * The disregard of neu- 
tral rights has since been extended to 
naval warfare by the wanton destruc- 
tion of neutral merchant ships on the 
high seas, regardless of the lives of 
those on board. * * * His majesty’s 
Government would welcome any combi- 
nation of neutral nations under the lead 
of the United States which would exert 
an effective influence to prevent the 
Violation of neutral rights, and they 
cannot believe that they or their allies 
have much to fear from any combinae 
tion for the protection of those rights 
which takes an impartial and compre- 
hensive view of the conduct of this war 
tnd judges it by a reasonable interpre- 
tation of the generally accepted pro- 
visions of international law and by the 
rules of humanity that have hitherto 
been approved by the civilized world.”’ 

At the outset the note suggests that 
the American complaint is not so much 
that shipments intercepted really were 
intended for use in the European neu- 
tral countries to which they were dis- 
patched, as that the dispatch of goods 
to Great Britain’s enemies had been 
frustrated by methods not hitherto em- 
ployed by belligerents. 

ss Must Use New Methods. 

It would seem,” says the note, “‘to 
be-a fair reply to such a contention 
that new devices for dispatching goods 
to the enemy must be met by new 
methods of applying the fundamental 
and acknowledged principles of the 
right to intercept such trade.’’ 

At some length the note argues the 
impossibility of making searches at 
sea, for various reasons, among which 
are weather, the size of modern steam- 
ships and the manner in which contra- 
band has been concealed. <A_ report 
from Admiral Sir John Jellicoe, com- 
mander of the grand fleet, based upon 
iis experiences of 18 months, ‘s in- 
cluded. 

After summing up the circumstances 
which it is contended work for less 
hardship upon trade by sending ships 
to port for search instead of search- 
ing them at sea, besides the added 
danger of submarine attack while search 
is in progress, Admiral Jellicoe’s report 
concludes by saying: 

“The difference between the British 
and the German procedure is that we 
have acted in the way which causes the 
least discomfort to neutrals. Instead 
of sinking neutral ships engaged in 
trade with the cnemy, as the Germans 
have done in so many cases, in direct 
contravention of their own prize regula- 
tions, * * * we examine them, giving 
as little inconvenicnce as modern naval 
conditions will ailow, sending them into 
port only where this becomes neces- 
sarv.”’ 

The note adds that a further reason 
for bringing ships into harbor is the 
necessity for close examination of ali 
suspected persons, which has been made 
necessary by “the German practice of 
misusing United States passports ww 
procure a safe conduct for military per- 
sons and agents.” 

At great length the note discusses the 
question of proofs of the destination of 
contraband. 

“The right of a belligerent to inter- 
cept contraband on its way to his ene- 
my,” it says, “is fundamental and in- 
contestible and ought not to be re- 
stricted to intercepting contraband which 
happens to be accompanied on board the 
ship by proofs sufficient to condemn it. 
What is essentiai is to determine wheth- 
er or not the goods were on their way 
to the enemy. 1f they were, a bellig- 
erent is entitled to detain them, and 
having regard to the nature of the strug- 
gle in which the allies are engaged, they 
are compelled to take the most effectual 
steps to exercise that right.’’ 

Discusses Prize Court. 

In a long discussion of prize cour? 
procedure, the note gives assurances 
that the orders in council do not ovcr- 
ride international law and that the 
prize court has full power to decido 
that any given act under those orders ir 
‘lliegal and to entertain any claim for 
compensation on that basis. That as- 
surance seemingly is borne out by the 
recent decision of the privy council °*: 
the case of the Zamorra handed down 
since the note was drafted, which se- 
cures to neutrals the right to invoke 
international laws before the Brit'sh 
rrize court as against the orders of the 
Eritish Government. 

As in a previous note, in answer 1t> 
the contention that commerce of t*« 
United States is being destroyed bv the 
Isritish interferences, figures issued bv 
the U. S. Department of Commerce ave 
quoted to show that exporta to the 


Scandinavian countries and Holland ‘n- 
creased from $97,000,000 in 1913 to $236, . 
0,000 in 1915. 

“In the face of such figures," 
the note, “it seems impossible to accert | 
the contention that the prize court pro- 
cedure in Great Britain has practical- 
lv destroyed much of the export trade 
of the United States to neutral coun- 
tries in Europe, and the inference is 
suggested that if complaints have been 
made to the administration at Wash- 
ington by would-be exporters they em- 
anated not from pergons who desired to 
engage in genuine commerce with the 
neutral countries but from those who 
desired to dispatch goods to the enemy 
under cover of a neutral destination 
and who found it more difficult to con- 
ceal the real facts from the prize court 
under the new procedure.’ 

Touches Cotton Shipment. 

At this point the note takes up the 
American contention that goods com- 
promising part of common stock of the 
neutral country to which they are con- 
signed should not be intercepted. [rt 
replies that “the question of whether 
coods dispatched to a neutral port were 
intended to become part of the mase of 
merchandise for sale in that country is 
cone of fact. It declares that when

RECORD EXPLOITS WITH MACHINE GUNS. 

Detailed stories of performances with machine 
guns in the war have just tegun to be told.

When Gen. Coleman Du Pont said we did not 
need much preparedness for war, because only a 
few small nations could invade the country now, 
he proved he could not see beyond his nose, which 
is long enough for a nose, but far short of the 
nornial line of vision. 

When he argued against a large standing army 
he set up a straw man and knocked him down. 
No one in this part of the country wants a large 
standing army. We want only a modest, but ef- 
ficient regular army with large, dependable, 
trained citizen reserves, something more reliable 
than the state national guard which the General 
thinks is sufficient.

Cc. | M.—Roubarb marma- 
lade: Select young tender rhubarb. 
wash carefully, cut tnto pieces with-

to rhubarb with enough water to 
prevent sugar scorching. Bring th» 
mixture to boil, and continue boiling 
15 minutes. Then pour into stone 
crock, place crock in slow oven, and 
cook contents § or 6 hours (‘stirring 
about every 15 minutes). Seal in jars. 
Grape fruit marmalade: Peel off yel- 
low rind, chop, then cover with rath- 
er strong wvorine and bring to good 
scald.

Langford never backed away. Always

and the latter took good care to avwid 
it. WLangford knew he was unable to 
outbox Wills, so he aimed tio win the 
bout by a knockout. 

There was no loafing or ‘‘stalling’’ in 
any part of the set-to. The fact that it 
was their fifth meeting did not detract 
from the merits of the contest. They 
tried hard, and it was evident that 
each wanted to win from the other. 
Unquestionably Wills is Langford’s 
greatest rival today, and Wills appears 
eager to settle the matter of superior- 
ity, believing that the time has come 
when he is Langford’s master. 

“Tt's a question of heads, when we 
meet,”’ said Wills. “Langford knows a 
great deal about fighting and I have to 
think fast to out-guess him.” 


Brain Stuff by Langford 


Were it not that Wills is younger, 
etronger, bigger and faster, it is doubt- 
ful if he could successfully cope with 
Langford. The latter’s knowledge of the 
game is wonderfully complete, the re- 
sult of years of experience. For in- 
stance, he demonstrated this in a trick 
he worked last night, when he made it 
appear that Wills was holding on sev- 
eral occasions, though the latter was 
not really responsible for it. Realizing 
how much taller Wills is than him- 
self, Langford frequently waited for a 
lead from his opponent, and then would 
throw his arms up and drop them over 
Wills’ arms. At the same time he 
would squat just enough to make Wills 
support him. However, Langford being 
so short (5 feet 64% inches) and Wills 
being so long (6 feet 2 inches), Liang- 
ford’s maneuver gave the appearance 
that Wills had his arms’ wrapped 
around his body’ and was doing the 
holding. As a matter of fact, Wills’ 
arms were just were Langford had 
placed them.

made no attempt to uppercut Lang- 
ford.

A sure sign that age is slowing up 
cne of the preatest fighters the ring 
has ever known is seen in Lang- 
ford’s footvork. His feet no longer 
keep up with his head. The mind 
tlashes its signal quickly as before, 
but the legs and the feet can no 
longer respond instantaneously as 
they did some years ago. There was a 
time when Langford's footwork was 
one ef the features of his perfor- 
mance, but now he is relying more 
upon nis head and punch, both in the 
yIVine and escaping of punishment. 

Wills made a splendid impression. Of 
wonderful physique, he uses it grace- 
fully and effectively. He is almost of 
ideal build for a bhoxer—well propor- 
tioned, with breadth and strength of 
shoulders, and long, evenly muscled 
arms; his thighs are thick and splendid- 
ly molded, while his waist and ankles 
ure small. His entire build denotes 
streneth, speed and endurance. In 
proportion to the general outline of 
his figure, his face is small, but his 
head is well shaped. Hfs jaws are 
not so muscular nor strongly Knit as 
might be expected in so big a Man, 
and it is probable they lack great 
strength. This seems to be indicated, 
too, by the fact that he has twice been 
knocked out by Langford. 

Wills is but 24 years of age and it 
is probable that he has not yet 
reached his full development, though 
he now weighs about 220 pounds. 
Boxing more cleverly, with better 
judgement and faster than most heavy- 
weights, he would prove a dangerous 
coutender for the championship were 
the color line not drawn. Jess Wil- 
lard probably could beat him, but he 
handled Langford last night with al- 
most as much ease as Willard did

That Wills is something of a think- 
er in the ring was demonstrated by 
his actions in the eighth round of his 
beut wth Landford Jjast night.
